Mushroom beds may be made in a warm, dry cellar, or in any building where 
tie frost does not penetrate, and in the open air during the summer and fall 
months. Having procured the Spawn, the next thing to be attended to is to make 
preparation for the beds. About a fortnight or three weeks before the beds are to 
be made, collect a quantity of fresh horse manure without the straw ; place it in a 
heap under cover, and as it heats, keep turning it over once or twice a week, until 
the fiery heat has been exhausted, which will require from ten to fourteen days 
time. When the manure is in a condition to be made up, lay out your bed accord- 
ing to your requirements, say 3 feet wide, 10 feet long and from 2 to 3 feet deep; 
beat it well down with the back of the spade as the process of the building goes on. 
When the bed has been made some time, say a week or thereabouts, and the heat 
sufficiently declined to a temperature of 65 or 75 degrees, the Spawn may be put 
into it. Break the Spawn in pieces 2 inches square, and put them 6 inches apart 
all over the bed; then cover the bed with 2 inches of rich soil, the stronger the 
better, but of a loamy quality, beating it down firmly with a spade.

As decorative plants for the house, many species of Palms are rarely prized. 
Happily those species which will thrive in ordinary heat and with the least care are 
among the handsomest and most desirable of the genus. They will do well ata 
window where there is little or no direct sunshine. This peculiarity makes these 
plants adapted to places quite unsuited to ordinary house-plants. A regular, but 
not excessive, supply of water and a fair light are all the plants demand during the 
cool season. In summer amore liberal watering is required. The soil should be a 
substantial fibery loam, with a small quantity of well-rotted manure. A dail 
syringing of the leaves is an advantage, but in winter once a week is sufficient. If 
kept in a living room with dry furnace heat, daily syringing or spraying the leaves 
is advisable. Those varieties that are hardy enough to bear planting out on the 
lawn during warm weather are sure to command attention.
